SPECIAL PROCLAMATION. 


BY THE LORD LIEUTENANT AND PRIYY COUNCIL IN IRELAND. 


A SPECIAL PROCLAMATION, 

Londonderry. 

Whereas We are satisfied that there exists in Ireland an Association 
known by the name of the Irish National League, and that the said Association 
in parts of Ireland promotes and incites to acts of violence and intimidation, 
and interferes with the administration of the law : 

Now We, the Lord Lieutenant General and General Governor of Ireland, 
by and with the advice of the Privy Council in Ireland, by virtue of Section 6 
of The Criminal Law and Procedure (Ireland) Act 188/, and of every power 
and authority in this behalf, do, by this our Special Proclamation, declare 
from the date thereof, the said Association, known as the Irish National 
League, to be dangerous. 

This Proclamation shall be promulgated by the same being published in the 
“ Dublin Gazette,” and by a printed copy thereof being posted at every Police 
Station or Barrack, and every place in which Divisional Police Courts or 
Petty Sessions are held respectively in Ireland.

1887-
